Miss Trader, who had made 
thorou gh stu dy of her su bject, 
presented it in a very capable 
manner. 
“The Great College of Heralds 
she said, “was established in 1600 
B.C. and Heraldry was many cen­ 
tu ries old when brou ght to Eng­ 
land by the Romans in 1100 A.D. 
thu s in England we have it in 
its newest form.” 
The idea of heraldry was to 
show the honors the king had be­ 
stowed u pon his warriors who had 
fou ght in battles or gone on cru ­ 
sades, and these honors were to 
be handed down in that family. 
These honors were carried on the 
shield and the su r-coat, the latter 
worn to protect the armor. The 
rank of a warrior cou ld be tom 
by the crest or wreath which 
rested on his helmet. 
Miss Trader said that royalty 
was gold crest with six bars facing 
front; nobility, silver trimmed in 
gold, five bars facing sideways; 
knight, steel trimmed in silver, 
visor raised facing front; esqu ire, 
closed helmet; gentleman, visor 
closed facing sideways. 
So me Co uld No t Rea d 
“Many of these early ancestors 
cou ld not read,” the speaker said, 
“bu t they knew their heraldry 
and cou ld distingu ish friend frmn 
foe.” A woman, she pointed ou t. 
not being a warrior was not ei. 
titled to u se crest, helmet or motto 
bu t if she had no living brothers 
and inherited all of the family 
property she was allowed to qu ar­ 
ter her father’s shield on the u pper 
right hand and lower left hand 
qu arters of her hu sband’s shield. 
Miss Trader stated that sim­ 
plicity marks good arms. She told 
how after 1600 artists wandered 
over the cou ntry painting coats of 
arms for the peasantry who fram ­ 
ed them for their walls and a 
black m arket flou rished. This was 
abou t 
the 
time 
America 
was 
colonized, Miss Trader said, and 
very few were brou ght to this 
cou ntry thou gh some were aent 
for later. The United States gov­ 
ernm ent does not honor coats of 
arms and will have nothing to do 
with them. 
The College of Heralds in Lon­ 
don stands today as it did in 1666, 
the speaker said, in Derby Hou se 
between St. Pau l’s Cathedral and 
the Thames. It grants new arms to 
anyone who can prove worthy and 
the fee is high for it requ ires mu ch 
research. For $ 1000.00 the right to 
u se arms descended in the male 
line down to you will be granted 
in you r name for private u se, she 
said, and Scotland, Ireland, Italy, 
France and most foreign cou ntries 
will do the same. The New Eng­ 
land Genealogical Society of Bos­ 
ton, Mass., will investigate for a 
fee and will grant, if proof is 
shown the right of any American 
to u se the arms granted to his 
immigrant 
ancestor

Sec. of Defense Johnson 
Predicts No War With Russia 


By Drew Pea rso n 


WASHINGTON. 
s civ ilian 
Speak ing off-the-record to 
orientation conference last week , 
Secretary of Defense Johnson dramatically de­ 
clared: “We k now—and I say we KNOW— 
that Russia does not plan to conquer the United 
States by force or war. She intends to do it by 
driv dng us into economic collapse which will 
giv e the Communists an opportunity by infil- 
■ tration to tak e ov er.” 
Johnson went on to explain that Russia 
doesn’t hav e the resources to attack the United 
States, but will try to bluff us into bank ruptcy 
instead. He also added: “There is complete 
agreement in the Defense department as to what 
the danger is and what we need to meet that 
danger.” 
This “complete agreement” did not seem to 
be borne out, howev er, by General Omar Brad­ 
ley, who squirmed uneasily when put on the 
spot about Johnson’s remark s. As chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff, Bradley was ask ed 
why the United States should worry abo,ut at­ 
tack if Johnson’s diagnosis was right. 
Generals Agree 
“I hav e talk ed to the secretary about this 
m atter,” fumbled Bradley. “What I think the 
secretary meant is that Russia won’t be pre­ 
pared to wage war for three months, six months 
or possibly a year or ev en longer.” 
When It came the Nav y’s turn, Admiral For­ 
rest Sherman, chief of nav al operations, gloomily 
remark ed: “The ev idence of the last couple of 
week s would indicate that all is not peace and 
harmony abroad in the world.” 
Most outspok en dissenter was General Hoyt 
Vandenberg, Air Force chief of staff, who w arn­ 
ed that American air strength is lagging behind 
Russia in many categories. 
“We hav en’t any air defenses worthy of the 
name,” he said in reply to an inquiry. 
Despite this, the secretary of defense was 
insistent that the real danger from Russia is 
not armed aggression but economic collapse. 
“I’m not going to retreat at all on budget 
economies,” Johnson insisted. “In fact, I am 
going to hav e more of them.” 
Johnson and Abe Lincoln 
The secretary of defense started his off-the- 
pecord talk to leading businessmen participating 
in the orientation course by declaring that, lik e 
Lincoln, he didn’t intend to answer his critics. 
If he did, his office would be closed to all other 
business. Hav ing said this, the genial Johnson 
proceeded to spend most of his speech indirectly 
answering his critics. 
“I want to state specifically that I am not 
a candidate for President,” he said, obv iously 
in reply to the whispers of ardent Trumanites. 
“I am for Truman, and I am doing my job 
the way Truman would w^ant it done. So reports 
^ a t I am not getting along with Truman are 
just malicious.” 
Johnson also gav e Gen. Eisenhower a mild 
rap on the wrist in regard to Ik e’s testimony 
that the m ilitary budget was weak on air power 
and Alask an defenses. He described Eisenhower 
as a “v ery able and v ery capable man” but 
not “well informed”; and expressed regret that 
he hadn’t been able to consult with Eisenhower 
before his testimony. 
“Eisenhower is wrong about Alask a,” Johnson 
bluntly maintained. “The big problem there is 
housing and nothing else.” 
But the main point that stood out during 
Johnson’s talk to civ ilian executiv es was: He 
intends to hold the line on economy. 
Long Tom Connally 
Senator Tom Connally of Texas, noted for both 
his wit and his pure cussedness, recently pulled 
sdmething seldom seen on the Senate floor. He 
walk ed out in defiance of the Senate rules, 
which say that a Senator cannot be excused 
without unanimous consent. 
Alabama’s Senator Lister Hill wouldn’t giv e 
Connally his consent, because he was needed to 
mak e up a quorum. Hill who was acting ma­ 
jority leader, pleaded: “I hope the Senator from 
Texas will not press his request at this time.” 
“I will not press if,” snorted Connally, “I 
will just get my hat and go home.” 
Without further formality, long Tom marched 
out of the Senate cheerily wav ing gay good-byes 
to his colleagues. He was going to a dinner for 
the President of Chile. 
The Senate could hav e ordered the sergeant- 
at-arm s to bring Connally back . Instead the 
Senate simply got along without the lov ed but 
sometimes ornery Texan. 
Congressmen and Home Folk s 
Rep. Winfield Denton, homespun Democratic 
Hoosier from along the Ohio riv er, think s he 
k nows the answer for what’s wrong with Con­ 
gress. “We ought to hav e more money for 
trav el,” says Denton, “so Congressmen would 
get home more often. Ev ery time I walk down 
Main street I k now how phony is the atmos­ 
phere of inspired letters and pressure in Wash­ 
ington. 
“A few days ago I was mighty worried about 
letters on economy and balancing the budget. 
But w'hen I got home, people stopped me on 
the street and ask ed if the new Social Security 
bill would help them. Small merchants said 
they’d lik e to hav a the same protection as their 
employees.” 
Merry-GO’Round 
Clark Griffith, the tight-fisted owner of the 
W ashington Nats, 
m no pal of the White House 


reporters. He refuses seats to the opening ban 
game for the boys who hav e to tail President 
Truman at ev ery public appearance 
Senator 
Bob Kerr was a good sport when he got the 
surprise news Mr. Truman v etoed the natural 
gas bill. “No rev enge,” he told colleagues. “All’s 
fair in lov e and politics.” . . . Speak er Sam 
Rayburn’s words ov er the long distance from 
Texas on the same subject must hav e brought 
blushes to the operator. 
Peculiar RFC Loan 
Shock ed Senators spok e up in plain words at 
a closed meeting of the committee inv estigating 
the strange $15,000,000 Reconitruction Finance 
Corporation loan to the Texmass Petroleum Co. 
After thorough Senator Bill Fulbright spilled 
the facts about the bailing out of Massachusetts 
insurance companies by the RFC, Senator Paul 
Douglas, a temperate Quak er, said wryly: 
“After hearing hit ev idence, it seems to me 
the loan policy of the RFC is clear. First, it 
must be a big loan, and second, it must be a 
bad one.” 
Some of the unusual drcumstances laid before 
the Senators at this executiv e session are: 
1. The loan was ok ayed by a minority of RFC 
directors despite the fact that a confidenUal 
report by an RFC top rev iew committee attack ed 
It in stinging phrases. The RFC’s own reriew ert 
wrote: 


“The loan has little, if any, public interest. 
Proposed rehabilitation is in reality a salv age 
operation for which there should be a further 
injection of risk capital. A loan of an amount 
that would properly rehabilitate and dev elop 
the properties is not warranted. Loan is largely 
a bail out of inv estors and certain creditors who 
presently appear to be faced with a loss. Report 
of consultant (who check ed the oil properties) 
is not encouraging as to repayment of loan from 
earnings and does not find sufficient tangible 
collateral.” 
Bailing Out Creditors 
2. In its prospectus to the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission, Texmass said its v ice presi- 
dent, controller and director would be Allen E. 
Freeze. The interesting fact is that Freeze is 
the assistant controller of the RFC. And though 
he sat in on conferences inv olv ing the loan to 
Texma.ss, he is now slated to be v ice president 
of the company benefitting by the loan. 
3. The promoter of Texmass is a colorful 
Texan, Homer Snowden, who made news last 
Christmas by exhibiting the nativ ity in neon 
lights on hjs Dallas laum. Snowden in a trip 
east persuaded 350 Boston » ociety leaders to 
inv est in his Texas oil cenhire. 
4. Eighty per cent of the RFC loan would be 
used to bail out creditors, Including Massachu­ 
setts Mutual Life Insurance Company, John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company, Re­ 
public Steel Corp., and bank s in Wichita, Kas., 
Dallas and Boston. 
5. The Securities and Exchange Commission 
was so sour on the project that it would not 
appio\e the securities until Texmass inserted 
in its own prospectus: “Inv estors should realize 
that the company’s securities offered hereby are 
HIGHLY SPECULATIVE, THAT THEY HAVE 
NO PRESENT VALUE, AND THAT ANY FU­ 
TURE VALUE THEREOF IS VERY REMOTE 
and is dependent upon future dev elopments of 
substantial additional oil and gas reserv es which 
cannot be counted upon.” 
Yet, despite this, the RFC OK’d a loan. 
« . Lindsay Warren, the hard hitting U.S. 
comptroller general, adv ised Senator Fulbright 
that $11,000,000 of the loan—the part used to 
bail out creditors—“raises a serious question as 
to whether the loan was in strict compliance 
with the law.”

When it comes to v oting money for flood con­ 
trol and nav igation projects, the Senate is a 
v ery chariUble place. In fact, it’s a lot more so 
than the House. 
Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, a liberal who 
doesn’t believ e that term inescapably inv olv es 
heav y spending, tried hard this year to curb 
the Senate’s charitable impulses. But it being 
19 50, with elections scheduled in the fall, the 
senator's painstak ing labors went for naugh. 
The Senate has approv ed a waterways bill 
appropriating $1,565,767,825 for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. This compares with $1,117,- 
100,000 v oted by the House. If things follow 
their usual course, some but not all of the funds 
added by the Senate will be chopped out of 
the bill. 
This is the second time Douglas has sought 
to trim waterways appropriations. Last year 
his attack was general, but his recent economy 
campaign was specific. He attempted to elimi­ 
nate 53 indiv idual projects that ai^ expected 
to cost $840,000,000. 
Douglas had some constructiv e ideas aimed 
at easing the federal burden of cost. For ex­ 
ample, he proposed that when flood control 
lev ees are built, the property owners who would 
benefit from the protection he ask ed to share 
the cost. 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, long-time seek er 
after gov ernment economy, came to Douglas’ 
aid by pointing out that many projects the Sen­ 
ate tossed into the bill hadn’t ev en been ap­ 
prov ed by the President’s Budget Bureau. He 
noted that others had won either just “qualified” 
endorsement 
or 
were 
rated 
definitely 
low 
priority items. 
But there were no other influential recruits 
in the uphill fight so the outcome was no dif­ 
ferent from other years. 
Many of the same senators, who in a sarcastic 
mood, clapped when Douglas announced he was 
about to giv e up, will now do a fast turn­ 
around and begin yelping for economy in for­ 
eign aid funds. ' 
“Economy for the other fellow” is clearly a 
well-established theme among our courageous 
lawmak ers. 
The only thing hard to grasp is that most of 
the men who w’ill be singing this aong expect 
to be tak en seriously.

'Gra dua l Trea tment is Needed 
To Build up Pa inful Fla t Feel

Eerv ice 
Fatigue, sore feet, pain in ths 
calf mus> les, and other distress­ 
ing conditions higher up may be 
merely symptoms of brok en or 
break ing arches m the feet. Poor 
posture, ill-fjitinj? shoes, ov er­ 
weight, lack of exercise, too long 
standing and hard surfaces and a 
host of other things can pioducc 
what is 
univ ersally 
called flat 
feet. 
Flat feet cau.se a great deal of 
pain in the feet themselv es and 
can 
produce 
some difficulties 
higher upon the weight-bearing 
joints or mui-'les. 
Sometimes flat 
feet, 
which 
are 
not themselv es 
v ery painful, may explain a cer­ 
tain amount of general fatigue. 
Most people think oi flat foot as 
a simple break ing dow'n of the 
arch lying between th ba.sc of the 
big toe and the heel. This is one 
k ind of fiat foot. But there is an- 


other arch, at the hall of the foot, 
w'hich also can be urok en down 
and cause a good deal of difficulty. 
Often the first sign of trouble in 
this second arch is the formation 
of a callus which may be tendy 
or painful. 
Flat feet may result from some 
birth defects, from an injury or 
paralysis. 
Sometimes 
shoes 
are 
worn which do not fit and hence 
mak e the foot more susceptible to 
break down of the arches. At times 
the body weight is just more than 
the arches can stand. 
Flat feet can come on suddenly 
and with a good deal of pain. The 
arches can break down gradually 
al.so, and with little or no direct 
pain. 
In either case, something 
should be done as normal arches 
are important for comfortable feet, 
especially for those whose occupa­ 
tions require a great deal of stand­ 
ing or walk ing.

cured by proper treatment except 
perhaps in those who are v ery old 
or in whom the condition has 
e.\isted for too many years. The 
arches usually cannot be built up 
to their normal position at once 
because they hav e collapsed too 
far. 
This has to be done gradually 
with the help of felt pads in the 
shoes which can be added layer on 
layer or some similar method. Of 
course, the shoes worn during this 
period hav e to oe v ery carefully 
chosen and

Together with the use of pads,

The banq uet beg an at 6:30 o’clock 
so that those wishing to attent 
the sy mphony concert mig ht 
so. 
The m eeting was presided over 
by Rev. H. U. Campbell, the preai 
dent. 
Sam H arlan, the prog ram chair 
man, introduced the speak er 
eening as “M ajor Cecil Bates, 
noted 
author and 
lecturer anc 
hum orist 
who 
was 
tak ing 
the 
place of “Mr. Briese as he was un 
able to attend.” 
The speak er chose for his sub 
ject “So This is Am erica.” 
His first appearance set the stag e 
for a hilarious talk which follow 
ed. 
“M ajor Bates” started in on his 
talk w'lth several comments on the 
paradox ical 
way 
the 
American 
people live. 
He then transg ressed on a more 
serious trend of thoug ht and criti 
cized the A m erican people for no 
appreciating 
their 
wealth 
and 
freedom. 
He said many people 
in Europe and Eng land were stafv 
ing and living in impossible con 
ditions and that w’e lived “in 
land of milk and honey ,” and y et 
he retorted that w'e look ail this 
for g ranted. 
Held To British Mannerism 
He called attention to the ap 
parent inability of Americans to 
think clearly and wisely on na 
tional 
topics 
and 
criticized 
the 
Am erican idea that business is all 
that counts. 
All this he did in a very pro­ 
found and Eng lish m anner and 
added to it a sarcasm which bor­ 
dered on proocation of his listen­ 
ers. 
He w ent on mak ing fun of the 
“American childishness in culture 
and 
habits.” 
He 
criticized 
the 
American way of advertising bv 
loud methods; the way Americans 
handled state affairs and alway s 
came out on the bottom on for 
eig n conference and really let the 
Am erican “have it” for their slow­ 
ness and childish trust. 
While all this was developed 
m any people were g etting slig htly 
perturbed and were possibly k ept 
from leaving or say ing something 
by his humorous fillers. All around 
the room people were g rowing an­ 
noy ed at the speech and one wom­ 
an w’as even heard to say “Why 
doesn’t 
h e g o on back to Eng ­ 
land? 
Yet he continued, to arouse the 
ire of the diners by handing them 
barbed thrusts 
by intim ating that 
the people of this country were 
•low, slovenly , unthink ing and did 
not appreciate their liberty .” 
Finally after a few last rem ark s 
the speak er ended his speech by

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say ing , “I alway s end my speech 
jy doing this.” Then he pro­ 
ceeded to lose his Eng lish ac­ 
cent, rip off his mustache and

AP Fo reign Affairs Analy st 
Fiv e y ears ago to day , while the 
guns were still firing, men fro m 
4 « natio ns met in San Francisco 
in an effo rt to ex tend into peace­ 
time the unity they had been able 
to establish in war. 
They wanted, most of them, a 
world in which they could ex ercise 
the faith they ex pressed in “fun­ 
dam ental hum an rig hts, in the dig ­ 
nity and worth of the human per­ 
son, in the eq ual rig hts of men 
and women, and of nations larg e 
and small.” 
But there were some there who 
in their cy nicism subscribed to 
such sentiments with tong ue in 
cheek . Behind a facade of cooper­ 
ation which even then was very 
tin, they were planning to ex ploit 
the misery of a world torn by war 
for their own political and im per­ 
ial ambitions. 
The cold war had beg un with 
the arrival of Russian armies in 
Eiurope, but few Americans realiz­ 
ed it, and those who did were still 
loping that they were wrong . 
But only y ears of actual war 
could be long er than the fiw y ears 
that have now intervened. 
Today the org anization that was 
brm ed at San Francisco, the Unit­ 
ed Nations, is an invalid. Russia 
and her satellites are not partici- 
lating in its m ajor activities, and 
or long have prevented it from 
g etting to the heart of its job. 
Its secretary g eneral is even 
now traveling to Europe to see if 
le cannot g et cooperation in in­ 
jecting new life. 
Talk Of War Heard 
People are talk ing war ag ain, 
more than at any time since the 
Berlin crisis of 19 48 . The United 
States is reinforcing its Berlin 
g arrison ag ainst an ex pected Com­ 
munist uprising nex t month, and 
there is open talk that the shoting 
may beg in there. 


Winston C!hurchill, who only a 
few week s ag o was talk ing about 
a lull in the cold war, now tells 
Commons that foreig n dang ers are 
sharpening . 
Secretary Acheson say s Russian- 
American relations are in a very 
serious state. America, say s the 
secretary , is the prim ary targ et o 
a Soviet campaig n ag ainst all free 
peoples. 
He and the President say war 
is not inevitable, but they believe 
recent Russian actions forecast 
a 
test this spring of American de­ 
termination. And that determ ina­ 
tion is to offer strong resistance at 
every point where Russia may seek 
to break out. Even to the point of 
a .shooting test in Berlin. 
The Russian press continues to 
stress the possibility of two worlds 
living side by side in peace. On 
Lenin’s birthday they attribute to 
him words which had nev'er been 
published in Russia before—“let 
American capitalists not touch us; 
we will not touch them.” The 
western world would lik e to rest 
some hope in such words, but it 
does not believe. Too many con­ 
trary words have been said by 
Lenin and others; and too many 
contrary thing s done. 
Russia is devoting a vast propor­ 
tion of her entire national effort 
to war preparations. She is try ing 
to drive western diplomatic rep- 
I'esentatives

which she controls. She attack s an

plane

The lecturer 
was Introduced 
by 
Mrs. 
Nora 
Brown, who said: 
“ Friends: This church welcomes 
you most heartily to hear one 
who speaks with authority on the 
gTMt subject of Christian Science 
the absolute knowledge of the 
Christ, which heals now as in 
the days of J esus. 
“ Dr. Walton Hubbard of Los 
Angeles, California, is a member 
of the Board of Lectureship o 
The Mother Church, The Firs 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Bos­ 
ton, Massachusetts. 
The subject 
of his lecture is: “ Christian Sci­ 
ence: The Reelation of the Heal­ 
ing Christ.” 
I am happy to pre­ 
sent Dr. Hubbard.” 


The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 
“ There is nothing of m grea 
importance to us as to know God 
and our relaticmship to Him, for 
tiiis understanding frees us from 
the bondage of sickness and sin 
and brings us into what Paul calls 
“ the glorious liberty of the children 
o t God (Rom. 8 :21). It is my pur­ 
pose to discuss with you the sub­ 
ject of the healing Christ as re­ 
vealed in Christian Science, fw it 
is the Christ-consciousness in us 
that brings about this freedom. 
“ Mary Baker Eddy, the Discov­ 
erer 
and 
Founder of Christian 
Science, has defined the Christ, on 
page 58 8 of her textbook, “ Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip­ 
tures,” as “ the divine manifesta- 
ticm of God, which comes to the 
flesh to destroy incarnate error.” 
Through the prayerful study of 
Christian Science, with a sincere 
desire for spiritual growth, the 
Christ comes to us, develops in us, 
and constitutes our salvation. 
The Discoverer and Founder 
“ As a preface to our discussion I 
should like to tell something about 
the Discoverer of Christian Sci­ 
ence, for by so doing we may be 
better able to appreciate what she 
has written. 
“ Every advanced idea, every 
imfoldm« it of Truth, has come to 
the world through the avorage of 
some human intelligence. 
Who­ 
ever has discovered or presented 
truth has done so only because his 
fundamental qualities, molded by 
environment and education, have 
made such a one a suitable chan­ 
nel for the presentation of a par­ 
ticular idea. 
It was not Shakes­ 
peare, the poet, but Newton, the 
mathematician, 
who 
discovered 
the law of gravitation; not Kipling, 
but Edison, to whom the secrets of 
electric lighting were revealed. It 
was not Napoleon, but Lincoln, 
who wrote, delivered, and lived 
tiie Gettysburg Address. And so it 
was 
not 
some 
materialist, but 
Mary Baker Eddy, who discovered 
Christian Science, and the spirit­ 
ual character of its teachings as 
well as the results following their 
apidication are of necessity a cor­ 
rect index of the type of thought 
through which they came. 
“ The gratitude udiich Christian 
Seientists express 
toward 
Mrs 
Eddy is often a source of surprise 
and sometimes 
of 
criticism 
to 
those who have not experiencec 
the blessings which Christian Sci- 
enoe confers on those who study 
and apply it. 
The student of 
Christian Scimiee finds that in 
studying 
what 
Mrs. 
Eddy has 
written, there is continued spirit­ 
ual unfoldment, so that the longer 
he studies the greater becomes his 
appreciation of her. 
As truth is 
progressively revealed in his con­ 
sciousness, it becomes habitual for 
him to look for corroboration or 
clarification of the imfoldment 
that comes to him, by turning to 
vdiat she has said, either in her 
textbook or other writings, and 
he never fails to find it 
“ For myself, I can say that no 
amount <rf gratitude that I may 
express toward her can ever be 
sufficient payment for the spirit­ 
ual blessings which she has con­ 
ferred upon me. 
“ The fact that thousands have 
been healed through the anointing 
that has come to them, in which 
they have realized in some degree 
that they are sons of God, is evi­ 
dence that her contention is cor­ 
rect, and that the Church of Christ, 
Scientist, does Indeed do what the 
Church Manual states it was in­ 
tended to do, “ reinstate primitive 
Christianity and its lost element of 
healing” (p. 17 ). 
“ Now the healing is brought 
about by the acceptance of Spirit 
and all that is spiritual and eternal 
as real and the rejection of mat­ 
ter and all that pertains to it as 
unreal. 
Mrs. Eddy declares on 


page 8 6 9 of her textbook: “ In pro­ 
portion as matter loaas to human 
sense all entitl as man, in that 
proportion does man become its 
master. 
He enters into a diviner 
sense of the facts, and compre­ 
hends the theology of J esus as 
demonstrated in healing the sick, 
raising the dead, and walking over 
the wave. 
AU these deeds mani­ 
fested J esus* control over the be­ 
lief that matter Is substance, that 
it can be the arbiter of life or 
the constructor of any form of 
existence.” 
There Is Ne Bfalter 
“ The present status of so-called 
scientific belief is that the atom, 
which was presumed to be the 
smallest division of matter, is com­ 
posed of particles of electrical en­ 
ergy, circulating about a central 
nucleus. Thus it is apparent that 
the old concept of matter has been 
discarded, and while the phenom­ 
ena of what is called matter are 
still evident, matter as substance, 
even to the physicist, has largely 
disppeared.** 
“ A famous physicist wrote an 
» tid e which appeared in a lead­ 
ing magazine some time ago, in 
which he pointed out that what he 
called “ critical thought” was mak- 
ng “ matter more and more a fluid 
fact, and mind more and more 
substantial.” Christian Science de­ 
clares that the material body is 
simply the grosser substratum of 
he human mind—that is, that the 
the body is a part of mortal human 
consciousness. 
It is that part of 
luman consciousness which we 
believe carries us about and iden- 
ifies us, but all the time it is alto­ 
gether mental. 
“ The healings that occur in 
Christian Science offer definite 
evidence that the body Is mental. 
]l-et me cite such a healing. A man 
came to a practitioner at one time 
with a growth on his lip. Christian 
Sciwice treatment was given and 
n the course of a week or ten days 
his growth fell off. The man was 
tealed. 
The realization that the 
child 
of God, expressing only 
God*s qualities, could not have, 
and therefore did not have, an 
abnormal growth brought about 
the healing. 
“ Now it should be evidwit that 
teis constructive spiritual think­ 
ing did not have to enter what we 
call the humn mind and then di- 
i^ t this so-called nund to order a 
matter body to do something or to 
quit something; rather, it entered 
his consciousness and destroyed 
the erroneous belief right there. 
Organic Disease Healed 
“ Since the body is altogether 
mental, it makes no difference 
whether the erroneous belief is 
functional or what is called or­ 
ganic. 
They are both healed by 
one and the same process, but to 
those who know nothing of Chris­ 
tian Science, the healing of organic 
disease seems more difficult. 
“ A practical physician, curious 
about Christian Science, asked for 
some instances of healing. 
The 
healings recounted were of so- 
called organic disease. 
One of 
them was that of a woman with a 
difficulty that had been diagnosed 
by half a dozen physicians in a 
large city as tuberculosis of the 
pituitary body, which is a gland 
situated on the under side of the 
brain. 
Under Christian Science 
treatment she was soon healed, 
and although many years have 
elapsed, she has never had a re­ 
currence of the trouble. 
But the 
physician would not accept the 
healing as proof, because he said 
he would not place any credence 
in the diagnosis of the specialists 
who made it. Other healings were 
declined for the same reason. Fi­ 
nally, he was told of a womn who 
had a very large goiter. 
This 
completely disappeared 
in 
two 
days 
under 
Christian 
Science 
treatment. 
He immediately said, 
1*11 take that one!” He explained 
that he accepted it because anyone 
could tell what it was, and he had 
never known of such a condition 
disappearing spontaneously, so it 
must have be» ! Christian Science 
that healed it.

ganic, brought about by Christian 
Science treatment is evidence not 
only that Christian Science heals, 
but that it is not a matter that is 
healed, but, an erroneous belie 
calling itself matter. 
The Christ-Consciousness Heals 
“ Having digresed somewhat to 
offer evidence that there is no 
matter—to point out that what is 
called matter is not substance, bu 
the Messiah, the Christ, the Son 
of God, comes to human con­ 
sciousness and blesses it, freeing 
it from sickness and sin. 
“ In many cases, a sufferer, find­ 
ing no relief through the use of 
material means and having heard 
of Christian Science, turns to it, 
perhaps skeptically, for healing. 
Ofttimes the healing is immediate, 
and with little or no understanding 
on the part of the patient the heal­ 
ing comes about. 
Such healings 
bear out Mrs. Eddy*s statement on 
page 449 of Science and Health, 
where he says ,“ A grain of Chris­ 
tian Science 
does 
wonders 
for 
mortals, so omnipotent is Truth, 
but more of Christian Science 
must be gained in order to con­ 
tinue in well doing.” 
“ If we are to get the blessings 
which Christian Science offers, we 
must get more of it, and not be 
satisfied with just a smattering of 
it. We must undertake to become 
increasingly conscious that we are 
“ sons of God.” • 
“ It is generally admitted that 
God is all-knowing; hence. He is 
infinite Mind. 
In order that we 
may better understand the opera­ 
tion, the activity, of Infinite Mind, 
let us illustrate by using the ordi- 
dinary conception of the human 
mind as an example. 
You say 
your friend has a fine mind. 
You 
say you know this because he has 
many fine ideas which he ex- 
prttses.

As God’s 
ideas we exist in Him, and because 
we exist in Him the Scriptures 
declare that “ in him we live, and 
move, and have our being” (Acts 
17 :28 ). 
“ There is a further quality of an 
dea which we should consider. 
An idea has no ability to do any- 
hing or to be anjrthing except as 
he idea of the mind in which it 
exists. It cannot change itself and 
so become more or less, or differ­ 
ent, than mind intended it should 
be, because it has no volition of its 
own and must of necessity express 
exactly what mind causes it to 
express. 
So the ideas in divine 
Mind must of necessity express 
exactly what Mind intends they 
should express. 
Now the real 
man is, as we have shown, the 
perfect idea of infinite Mind and 
las only divine volition. He has. 
herefore, no ability to choose to 
do evil or to be sick, nor can he 
ever become separated from the 
Mind which contains him.

fought in battles or gone on cru- 
sades, and these honors •were to 
be handed down in that family 
These honors were carried on the 
shield and the sur-coat, the latter 
worn to protect the armor. The 
rank of a warrior could be torn 
by the crest or wreath 
which 


rested on his helmet. 


Miss Trader said that royalty 


was gold crest with six bars facing 
front; nobility, silver trimmed in 
gold, five bars facing sideways; 
knight, steel trimmed in silver, 
visor raised facing front; esquire 
closed helmet; gentleman, visor 
closed facing sideways. 


Some Could Not Read 
"Many of these early ancestors 


could not read," the speaker said, 
"but they knew their heraldry 
and could distinguish friend from 
foe." A woman, she pointed out. 
not being a warrior was not ei. 
titled to use crest, helmet or motto 
but if she had no living brothers 
and inherited all of the family 
property she was allowed to quar- 
ter her father's shield on the upper 
right hand and lower left hanc 
quarters of her husband's shield. 


Miss Trader stated that sim- 


plicity marks good arms. She tolc 
how after 1600 artists wandered 
over the country painting coats o 
arms for the peasantry who fram- 
ed them for their walls and a 
black market flourished. This was

eolonized, Miss Trader said, and 
very few were brought to this 
country though some were sent 
for later. The United States gov- 
ernment does not honor coats of 
arms and will have nothing to do 
with them.

Sec. of Defense Johnson 
Predicts No War With Russia 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON— Speaking off-the-record to 


a 
civilian orientation 
conference 
last 
week, 


Secretary of Defense Johnson dramatically de- 
clared: "We know—and I say we KNOW— 
that Russia does not plan to conquer the United 
States by force or war. She intends to do it by 
driving us into economic collapse which will 
give trie Communists an opportunity by infil- 
tration to take over." 


Johnson 
went on to explain that Russia 


doesn't have the resources to attack th* United 
States, but will try to bluff us into bankruptcy 
instead. He also added: "There is complete 
agreement in the Defense department as to what 
the danger is and what we need to meet that 
danger." 


This "complete agreement" did not seern to 


be borne out, however, by General Omar Brad- 
ley, who squirmed uneasily when put on the 
spot about Johnson's remarks. As chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff, Bradley was asked 
why the United States should woiry about at- 
tack if Johnson's diagnosis was right. 


Generals Agree 
"I have talked to the secretary about this 


matter," fumbled Bradley. "What I think the 
secretary meant is that Russia won't be pre- 
pared to v/age war for three months, six months 
or possibly a year or even longer." 


When it came the Navy's turn, Admiral For- 


rest Sherman, chief of naval operations, gloomily 
remarked: "The evidence of the last couple of 
weeks would indicate that all is not peace and 
harmony abroad in the world." 


Most outspoken dissenter was General Hoyt 


Vandenberg, Air Force chief of staff, who warn- 
ed that American air strength is lagging behind 
Russia in many categories. 


"W* haven't any air defenses worthy of the 


name," he said in reply to an inquiry. 


Despite this, the secretary of defense was 


insistent that the real danger from Russia is 
not armed aggression but economic collapse. 


"I'm not going to retreat at all on budget 


•conomies," Johnson insisted. "In fact, I am 
going to have more of them." 
Johnson and Abe Lincoln 
The secretary of defense started his off-the- 


record talk to leading businessmen participating 
In the orientation course by declaring that, like 
Lincoln, he didn't intend to answer his critics. 
If he did, his office would be closed to all other 
business. Having said this, the genial Johnson 
proceeded to spend most of his speech indirectly 
answering his critics. 


"I want to state specifically that I am not 


a candidate for President," he said, obviously 
In reply to the whispers of ardent Trumanites. 
"I am for Truman, and I am doing my job 
the way Truman would want it done. So reports 
that I am not getting along with Truman are 
just malicious." 


Johnson also gave Gen. Eisenhower a mild 


rap on the wrist in regard to Ike's testimony 
that the military budget was weak on air power 
and Alaskan defenses. He described Eisenhower 
as a "very able and very capable man" but 


reporters. He refuses seats to the opening ball 
game for the boys who hsve to tail President 
Truman at every public appearance. . . . Senator 
Bob Kerr was a good sport when he got the 
surprise news Mr. Truman vetoed the natural 
gas bill. "No revenge," he told colleagues. "All's 
fair in love and politics." . . . Speaker Sam 
Rayburn's words over the long distance from 
Texas on the same subject must have brought 
blushes to the operator. 
Peculiar RFC Loan 
Shocked Senators spoke up in plain words at 


a closed meeting of the committee investigating 
the strange SI5.000,000 Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation loan to the Texmang Petroleum Co. 


After thorough Senator Bill Fulbright spilled 


the facts about the bailing out of Massachusetts 
insurance companies by the RFC, Senator Paul 
Douglas, a temperate Quaker, said wryly: 


"After hearing his evidence, it seems to me 


the loan policy of the RFC is clear. First, it 
must be a big loan, and second, it must be a 
bad onp " 


Some of the unusual circumstances laid before 


the Senators at this executive session are: 


1. The loan was okayed by a minority of RFC 


directors despite the fact that a confidential 
report by an RFC top review committee attacked 
it in stinging phrases. The RFC's own reviewers 
wrote: 


"The loan has little, if any, public interest. 


Proposed rehabilitation is in reahty a salvage 
operation for which there should be a further 
injection of risk capital. A loan of an amount 
that would properly rehabilitate and develop 
the properties is not warranted. Loan is largely 
a bail out of investors and certain creditors who 
presently appear to be faced with a loss. Report 
of consultant (who checked the oil properties) 
is not encouraging as to repayment of loan from 
earnings and does not find sufficient tangible 
collateral." 


Bailing Out Creditors 
2. In its prospectus to the Securities and Ex- 


change Commission, Texmass said its vice presi- 
dent, conttoiler and director would be Allen E 
Freeze. The interesting fact is that Freeze is 
the assistant controller of the RFC. And though 
he sat in on conferences involving the loan to 
Texmass, he is now slated to be vice president 
of the company benefitting by the loan. 


3. The promoter of Texmass is a colorful 


lexan. Homer Snowden, who made news last 
Christmas by exhibiting the nativity in neon 
lights on his Dallas lawn. Snowden in a trip 
east persuaded 350 Boston society leaders to 
invest in his Texas oil centure. 


4. Eighty per cent of the RFC loan would be 


used to bail out creditors, Including Massachu- 
setts Mutual Life Insurance Company, John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company Re- 
public Steel Corp , and banks- in Wichita, Kas., 
Dallas and Boston. 


5. The Securities and Exchange Commission 


was so sour on the project that it would not 
approve the securities until Texmass inserted 
m its own prospectus: "Investors should realize 
that the company's securities offered heieby are 
HIGHLY SPECULATIVE, THAT THEY HAVE 
NO PRESENT VALUE, AND THAT ANY FU- 
TURE VALUE THEREOF IS VERY REMOTE 
and is dependent upon future de\elopments of 
substantial additional oil and gas reserves which 
cannot be counted upon." 


Yet, 
despite this, the RFC OK'd a loan. 


6. Lindsay Warren, the hard hitting U S. 


comptroller general, advised Senator Fulbright 
that $11,000,000 of the loan—the part used to 
bail out creditors—"raises a serious question as 
to whether the loan was in strict compliance 
with the law."

When n comes to voting money for flood con- 


trol and navigation projects, the Senate is a 
very charitable place. In fact, it's a lot more so 
than the House. 


Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illinois, a liberal who 


doesn't believe that term inescapably involves 
heavy spending, tiled hard this year to curb 
the Senate's charitable impulses. But it being 
1950, 
with elections scheduled in the fall, the 


senator's painstaking labors went for naugh. 


The Senate has approved a waterways bill 


appiopnatmg $1,365,767,825 for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. This comparts with $1,117,- 
100,000 voted by the House. If things follow 
their usual couise, some but not all of the funds 
added by the Senate will be chopped out of 
the bill. 


This is the second time Douglas has sought 


to trim waterways appropriations. Last year 
bis attack was general, but his recent economy 
campaign was specific. He attempted to elimi- 
nate 53 individual projects that are expected 
to cost $840,000,000. 


Douglas had some constructive ideas aimed 


at easing the federal burden of cost. For ex- 
ample, he proposed that when flood control 
levees aie built, the property owners who would 
benefit from the protection he asked tc share 
the cost. 


Senator Byrd of Virginia, long-time seeker 


after government economy, came to Douglas" 
aid by pointing out that many projects the Sen- 
ate tossed into the bill hadn't even been ap- 
proved by the President's Budget Bureau. He 
noted that others had won either just "qualified" 
endorsement 
or 
were 
rated 
definitely 
low 


priority items. 


But there were no other influential recruits 


in the uphill fight so the outcome was no dif- 
ferent from other years. 


Many of the same senators, who in a sarcastic 


mood, clapped when Douglas announced he was 
about to give up, will now do a fast turn- 
around and begin yelping for economy in for- 
eign aid iunds. 


"Economy for the other fellow" is clearly a 


well-established theme among our courageous 
lawmaker's. 


The only thing hard to grasp is that most of 


the men who will be singing this song expect 
to be taken seriously.

The Doctor Says— 
Gradual Treatment is Needed 
To Build up Painful Flat Feet

Fatigue, soie leet, pain in the 


calf muscles, and other distress- 
ing conditions higher up may be 
merely symptoms of broken 
01 


breaking aiches in the feet. Poor 
posture, 
ill-fit tins shoes, over- 


weight, Idck of exercise, too long 
standing arid hard surfaces and a 
host of other things can piodnce 
what is 
universally 
called flat 


feet. 


Flat feet cause a great deal of 


pain in the leet themselves and 
can 
produce 
some 
difficulties 


higncr upon 
the \vciyht-bearing 


joints or mutt les. Sometimes flat 
feet, uhich 
aie 
not 
themselves 


very painJul, may explain a cer- 
tain amount o£ general fatigue. 


Most people think 01 flat foot as 


a simple breaking down of the 
arch lying between th base of the 
big toe and the heel. This is one 
kind 01 flat foot. But there is an- 


othei aich, at the ball of the foot, 
which also can be uroken down 
and cause a good deal of difficulty. 
Often the first sign of trouble in 
this second arch is the formation 
of a callus which may be tende/ 
or painful. 
^ 


Flat feet may icsult from some 


birth defects, from an injury or 
paralysis. Sometimes shoes are 
worn which do not fit and hence 
make the foot more susceptible to 
breakdown of the arches. At times 
the body weight is just more than 
the arches can stand. 


Flat feet can come on suddenly 


and with a good deal of pain. The 
arches can break down gradually 
also, and with little or no direct 
pain. 
In either case, something 


should be done as normal arches 
are important for comtoi table feet, 
especially for those whose occupa- 
tions icquire a great deal of stand- 
ng or walking. 


Fallen arches can usually be

The 
arches usually cannot be built up 
to their normal position at once 
because they have collapsed too 
far. 


This has to be done gradually 


with the help ol felt pads in the 
shoes; which can be added layer on 
layer or some similar method. Of 
course, the shoes worn during this 
period have to oe very carefullj 
chosen and 
sometimes bars or 


other devices are placed on the 
outside of the shoe itself. 


Together with the use of pads 


shoes, and bar, many people who 
have broken arches need to be 
instructed in the proper way to 
walk so that the trouble is less 
likely to 
come back. Exercises 


such as walking around the floor 
on the outside edges of the feet, 
grasping the edge of the carpet 
with the toes, and similar activi- 
ties are often useful in restoring 
strength to the muscles and liga- 
ments which are supposed to hold 
the arches in normal place. 


The use of contrast foot baths, 


that is, alternately immerse the 
feet :.n hot and cold water, fre- 
quently relieves- the discomfort 
and 
stimulates 
the 
circulation, 


thus speeding the recovery.

Five years ago today, while th_ 


guns were still firing, men from 
46 nations met in San Francisc 
in an effort to extend into peace 
time the unity they had been abl< 
to establish in war. 


They wanted, most of them, 


world in which they could exercise 
the faith they expressed in "fun- 
damental human rights, in the dig- 
nity and worth of the human per- 
son, in the equal rights of men 
and women, and of nations large 
and small." 


But there were some there who 


in their cynicism subscribed to 
such sentiments with tongue in 
cheek.

ormed at San Francisco, the Unit- 
ed Nations, is an invalid. Russia 
and her satellites are not partici- 
>ating in its major activities, and 
or long have prevented it from 
getting to the heart of its job. 


Its secretary general is even 


low traveling to Europe to see if 
ae cannot get cooperation in in- 
ecting new life. 
Talk Of War Heard 
People are talking war again, 
lore than at any time since the 
erlin crisis of 1948. The United 
States is lein forcing its Berlin 
arrison against an expected Com- 
munist uprising next month, and 
here is open talk that the shoting 
nay begin there. 


Winston Churchill, who only 


few weeks ago was talking ab'ou 
a lull in the cold war, now tell 
Commons that foreign dangers ar 
sharpening. 


Secretary Acheson says Russian 


American relations are in a ver 
serious state. America, says th 
secretary, is the primary target o 
a Soviet campaign against all free 
peoples. 


Ho and the President say wa 


is not inevitable, but they believ 
recent Russian actions forecast, 
test this spring of American de 
termination. And that determine 
tion is to ofter strong resistance a 
every point where Russia may seel 
to break out. Even to the point o 
a shooting test in Berlin. 


The Russian press continues t< 


stress the possibility of two world 
living side by side in peace. On 
Lenin's birthday they attribute to 
him words which had never been 
published in Russia before — "le 
Amen can capitalists not touch us 
we will not touch them."

"Mary Baker Eddy, the Discov-

Science, has defined the Christ, on 
page 583 of her textbook, "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures," as "the divine manifesta- 
tion of God, which comes to the 
flesh to destroy incarnate error." 
Through th» prayerful study of 
Christian Science, with a sincere 
desire for spiritual growth, the 


scientific belief is that the atom, 
which was presumed to be the 
smallest division of matter, is com- 
posed of particles of electrical en- 
ergy, circulating about a central 
nucleus. Thus it is apparent that 
the old concept of matter has been 
discarded, and while the phenom- 
ena of what is called matter are 
still evident, matter as lubstance, 
even to the physicist, has largely 
disppeared." 


"A famous physicist wrote an 


article which appeared in a lead- 
ing magazine some time ago, in 
which he pointed out that what he 
called "critical thought" was mak- 
ing "matter more and more a fluid 
fact, and mind more and more 
substantial." Christian Science de- 
clares that the material body ig 
simply the grosser substratum of 
the human mind—that Is, that the 
the body is a part of mortal human

"Every advanced 
idea, every 


unfoldment of Truth, has come to 
th» world through the average of 
som* human intelligence. Who- 
ever ha* discovered or presented 
truth has don* so only because his 
fundamental qualities, molded by 
environment and education., have 
mads such a one a suitable chan- 
nel for the presentation of a par- 
ticular idea. It was not Shakes 
pears, the poet, 
mathematician, 


but Newton, the 
who 
discovered 


th« law of gravitation; not Kipling, 
but Edison, to whom the secrets of 
•lectric lighting were revealed. It 
was not Napoleon, but Lincoln, 
who wrote, delivered, and lived 
tha Gettysburg Address. And so it 
•was not 
some 
materialist, but 


Mary Baker Eddy, who discovered 
Christian Science, and the spirit- 
ual character of its teachings as 
well as the results following their 
application are of necessity a cor- 
rect index of the type of thought 
through which they came. 
Th« gratitude which Christian 


Scientists express toward Mrs 
Mdjr it often a source of surprise 
and sometimes of criticism 
to 


those who have not experiencec 


and therefore did not have, „„ 
abnormal growth brought about 
the healing. 


"Now it should be evident that 


this constructive spiritual think- 
ing did not have to enter what we 
call the humn mind and then di- 
rect this so-called mind to order a 
matter body to do something or to 
quit something; rather, it entered 
his consciousness and destroyed 
the erroneous belief right there. 
Organic Disease Healed 
"Since the body is altogether

"For myself, I can say that no 


amount of gratitude that I may 
express toward her can ever be 
sufficient payment for the spirit- 
ual blessings which she has con- 
ferred upon me. 


"The fact that thousands have 


been healed through the anointing 
that has come to them, in which 
they have realized in some degree 
that they are sons of God, is evi- 
dence that her contention is cor- 
rect, and that the Church of Christ, 
Scientist, does indeed do what the 
Church Manual states it was in- 
tended to do, "reinstate primitive 
Christianity and its lost element of 
healing" (p. 17). 


"Now the healing is brought 


about by the acceptance of Spirit 
and all that is spiritual and eternal 
as real and the rejection of mat- 
ter and all that pertains to it as 
unreal.

ganic, brought about by Christian 
Science treatment is evidence not 
mly that Christian Science heals, 
but that it is not a matter that is 
healed, but, an erroneous belief 
calling itself matter. 
The Christ-Consciousness Heals 
"Having digresed somewhat to 


offer evidence that there is no 
matter—to point out that what is 
called matter is not substance, but 
the Messiah, the Christ, the Son 
of God, comes to human con- 
sciousness and blesses it, freeing 
it from sickness and sin. 


"In many cases, a sufferer, find- 


ing no relief through the use of 
material means and having heard 
of Christian Science, turns to it, 
perhaps skeptically, for healing. 
Ofttimes the healing is immediate, 
and with little or no understanding 
on the part of the patient the heal- 
ing comes about. Such healings 
bear out Mrs. Eddy's statement on 
page 449 of Science and Health, 
where he says ,"A grain of Chris- 
tian Science does 
wonders 
for 


mortals, so omnipotent is Truth, 
but more of Christian Science 
must be gained in order to con- 
tinue in well doing," 


"If we are to get the blessings 


which Christian Science offers, we 
must get more of it, and not be 
satisfied with just a smattering of 
it. We must undertake to become 
increasingly conscious that we are 
"sons of God." • 


"It is generally admitted that 


God is all-knowing; hence, He is 
infinite Mind. In order that we 
may better understand the opera- 
tion, the activity, of Infinite Mind, 
let us illustrate by using the ordi- 
dinary conception of the human 
mind as an example. 
You say 


your friend has a fine mind. You 
say you know this because he has 
many fine ideas which he ex- 
presses. You have nover seen his 
mind, but you have known the 
expression of it in ideas. 
If he 


never 
moved a muscle, never 


spoke a word, you would rightly 
conclude that there was no mind 
there. 
So a mind to be called 


a mind must be filled with ideas, 
and an idea by virtue of being an 
idea must be expressed. It is im- 
possible to conceive of a mind 
filled with ideas, yet unexpressed; 
for a mind with no expression is 
not a mind but a blank. How do 
you know that a rock has no mind 
and no ideas? Why, simply be- 
cause it has no expression, for 
where there are ideas there is an 
expression. 
The infinite MindJ 


therefore, is filled with an infini- 
tude of ideas or thoughts, which 
must be expressed; and the ac- 
tivity, the expression, the mani- 
festation of these ideas constitutes 
man and the universe. As God's 
ideas we exist in Him, and because 
we exist in Him the Scriptures 
declare that "in him we live, and 
move, and have our being" (Acts 
17:28). 


"There is a further quality of an 


idea which we should consider. 
An idea has no ability to do any- 
thing or to be anything except as 
the idea of the mind in which it 
exists. It cannot change itself and 
so become more or less, or differ- 
ent, than rnind intended it should 
be, because it has no volition of its 
own and must of necessity express 
exactly what mind causes it to 
express. 
So. the ideas in divine 


Mind must of necessity express 
exactly what Mind intends they 
should express. 
Now the real 


man is, as we have shown, the 
perfect idea of infinite Mind and 
has only divine volition. He has, 
therefore, no ability to choose to 
do evil or to be sick, nor can he 
ever become separated from the 
Mind which contains him. Man, 


[then, God's idea, God's image an 
likeness, has all the qualities o 
God and not a single quality tha 
is not of him. He is, therefore 
healthful and holy, perfect, spirit 
ual, and immortal. 
Divine Love Essential 
"Love, as a term for God, speak 


to us from the standpoint of the 
manifestation 
of God's 
infinite 


goodness. All of Love's ideas ex 
press this goodness. In consciously 
undertaking to manifest 
God's 


goodness, we are expressing di- 
vine Love. 


"It is therefore important tha. 


we too be ever conscious, evei 
insistent, that we are expressing 
that Love which is God, through 
the spiritual anointing that has 
come to us. 


"Christian Scientists are a hap- 


py and joyous people because of 
the daily and hourly evidence of 
the presence and power of the 
healing Christ. This anointing is 
the light that is in us, which de- 
stroy the darkness of sickness and 
sin. 
It js the consciousness of 


sonship with God, which enables 
us to claim and to receive our 
divine inheritance of Love's good- 
ness. We can increase our con- 
sciousness of the Christ only bv 
the daily study of Christian Sci- 
ence, and by applying the unfold- 
ment that comes to us to the 
problems of the day. In this way
